Even after. the long summer 
drought, the bounty from our 
land is beyond description and at 
this time I am immersed in the 
beautiful scenery and 
produce of our area and I am 
filled. with thankfulness. This 
must have been the way our 
felt' - that first 
Thanksgiving Day. It was a 
traditional feeling that they 


' inherited from their forebears as. 


all literature and research show 
that man has been ‘celebrating 
his harvest with festivals from 
the beginning of time. 
Thanksgiving celebrations cer- 
tainly were not new to the In- 
dians on that Thanksgiving day, 
they: had been having their own 
special rites of Thanksgiving for 
centuries, This is a primative 
feeling, and how right it is! 


It is interesting to note what - 


the Pilgrims did and did-not have 
on that Thanksgiving Day. 
Governor Bradford sent “four 
men fowling and they returned 
with a great store of wild 
turkies.” We know that they had 
venison since another pilgrim 
recorded that Chief Massasoit 
sent braves into the woods who 
“killed five deer which they 
brought to the Governor.” They 
had leeks, wild plums and dried 
berries but no apple cider, no 
milk, butter or cheese, since they 
brought no cows on the 
Mayflower. They had boiled 
pumpkin but no pies as they had 
used up all of their flour. They 
imade round cakes from cooked 
corn and fried them in venison 
fat. 

Mothers, fathers, and gran- 
dmothers are now planning that 
family Thanksgiving dinner. We 
must make it traditional, that is 
expected, yet we would like to 
make it just a little different 
because our bountiful harvest 
makes us feel creative. I have a 
few old time recipes with just an 
added touch. This next one is so 
old that it is new again. A few 
years ago we were all making 
chiffon pies and cakes. Try this, 
you will be glad! This recipe is 
from an old cookbook published 
by the Chevrolet Motor Com- 
pany in 1957. Businesses spon-

She's the only 
mummy in the world with three- 
dimensional pictures of herself 
and her coffin and they reveal 
valuable information about her 
culture as well as her body. 

This 2500-year-old Egyptian 
had a CT scan done on her, the 
idea for which came from Robert 
D. Pickering, curator of An- 
thropology at the Children’s 
Museum in Indianapolis, Indiana, 
where Wenu-hotep has resided 
for almost 30 years. He got 
radiologist, Dr. Ethan M. Braun- 
stein, to do the job at the Indiana 
University Medical Center. 

What Pickering learned from 
the scan shot down some theories 
formerly held by him an his 
colleagues. They thought Wenu- 
hotep died during her teen years, 
had a broken hip and likely 
walked with a limp. The scan 
showed that she lived into her 
30s or 40s, hips bones intact. A 
slight spinal curve could have 
caused a limp. She also lacked a 
front tooth which hardly mat- 
tered to the scientists but 
probably did to her. 

Wenv-hotep’s coffin was scan- 
ned spearate from her body and 
these pictures showed Pickering 
that the lady’s father was a high 
priest to Thoth, a main deity of 
the time. His position accounts 
for her elaborate embalming the 
likes of which was only done on 
Egyptians with good connec- 
tions. Thanks to dad's prestige, 
Wenu-hotep’s body remains in 


pretty good shape.

checlogists. In the past. they 
could ‘only make educated 
guesses. about what's hidden in 
coffins. Now Pickering: talks of 
CT scanning all mummies in 
museums to get a clearer view of 
Egyptian life . before, records 
were kept. 

Since scans cost hundreds of 
dollars apiece for pictures alone . 
not to mention transportation 
and handling charges of getting 
mummies and the x-ray machines 
together for photography 
sessions, financing for such a 
limited interest project will be 
sticky. Perhaps, though,. this 
could be considered universally 
useful as a study of a civilization 
that’s endured for thousands of 
years and worth finding out 
about so we might do the same. 
Turning minds to embalming in- 
stead of bombing capabilities 
wouldn't do, of course, in today's 
world. Land conservationists 
would fuss about putting all our 
long-lasting bodies in, or perhaps 
above, scarce uninhabited land. 
On the other hand, the majority 
of us might live in peace long 
enough to argue about the mat- 
ter. 

In any case, Wenv-hotep will 
be back on exhibition at the 
Children's Museum before the 
end of 1988 along with her new 3- 
D pictures and her portrait. The 
portrait, an imaginative inter- 
pretation of how she'd look with 
flesh on her skull, Pickering feels 
will make her human again. True 
or not, Wenu-hotep deserves her 
fame for having held together so 


well throughout her 
examinations. May she have an 
appreciative crowd at her 


opening and a spokesperson who 
can make her name sound en- 
chanting.

Every year about this time I 
go out on a limb to predict what 
the coming winter will have in 
store for us. 

Weather sage prognos- 
ticator — call me _ what 
you may —I mix observations of 
nature’s critters, and whatnots, 
along with a dose of pure bull, to 


come up with what Dame Nature 


has in her bag of tricks. 

Now the Old Farmer's 
Almanac seems to be the “bible” 
of weather predictions. If you 
believe that “sacred” paperback 
read no further. 

So as your local weather 
swami I predict the following: 

First of all I've noticed the 
crows carrying on this fall like 
never before. They have 
awakened me at the crack of 
dawn with their rancorous 
tirades, noisier than a 
Democratic convention. They 
gather in our large beech and 
maple trees. Observing, I saw 
them picking the burred nuts 
from the beech trees, hulling and 
consuming them with gusto. And 
the winged seeds of the maples 
are also gobbled up. It’s the first 
time I've ever seen them do that. 
Meaning? They're stoking the 
furnace, building up fat for a 
rough winter, ; 

Then, too, I've noticed the 
cedars are loaded with brown 
seedbearing cones. And 
that noisy woodland busybody, 
the red squirrel, is squirreling 
them away with a vengeance. 

And our colony of chipmunks 
are freighting sunflower seeds 
and peanuts to their un- 


derground larders, working like ~ 


Trojans to lay in enough chow to 
last through a tough winter, 
regardless of rain. They’ve even 
established a truce in order to fill 
their dietary needs while the 
snow piles up and up over head. 

But, once again, my star in- 
dicator of winter's severity 
comes from our woodland pussy: 
the effervescent skunk. 

This fall the one that comes for 
nightime handouts has given 
mixed signals, 

He’s extremely belligerent 
pushing aside the two raccoons 
for handheld tidbits. 

This one has the two usual 
divided white stripes running 
from the head to the rump. But 
one thing that's different is the 
distance between the stripes. It’s 
exceptionally wide. Meaning? 
Two periods of moderate 
weather with big snow in bet- 
ween. 

And, of course, the tail attitude 
is the clincher, 

As if to back up those static 
indicators, his mobil tail is 
usually dragging when he first 
comes for his peanut butter san- 
dwich. But then as he dines his 
tail goes up to full mast, held 
there until he’s finished his nutty 
Big Mac. Then as he waddles 
away the tail goes down. 

Putting all the readings and 
signals in one grab bag I come up 
with the OI’ Naturalist’s Almanac 
forecast: 

The first part of winter will 
alternate between periods of 
fairly warm temps and snow.

Secretary of State 
Richard H. Austin 
today unveiled three 
new special 
registration license 
plates honoring World 
War I veterans, Pear! 
Harbor survivors and 
combat wounded 
veterans who received 
the Purple Heart. The 
new plates are the 
result of legislation 
which took effect on 
Veterans Day.

35,000 veterans are 
eligible to apply for 
the three plates which 
are available for an 
initial $5 fee, in ad- 
dition to the owner's 
vehicle registration 
fee.

public health problems. Cleanup 


of groundwater contamination is 
both difficult and expensive; 
prevention is the key.” 

The full range of groundwater 
problems found throughout the 
United States are also found in 
Emmet, Charlevoix, and 
Cheboygan counties. There have 
been instances of contamination 
linked to business and industrial 
activities. Leaking underground 
storage tanks are becoming more 
commonplace, and failing septic 
systems and agricultural ac- 
tivities result in a growing num- 
ber of  nitrate-contaminated 
drinking water.wells. Northern 
Michigan's groundwater aquifers 
are especially susceptible to con- 
tamination because of the lack of 
clay layers in the soil profile. 

In recent years, municipal 
water systems in Charlevoix and 
Petoskey have been found to be 
contaminated with 
trichloroethylene (TCE), and in- 
dustrial solvent. Groundwater 
contamination has also been 
found at the sites of old landfills 
in Littlefield Township, Boyne 
City, and elsewhere. Unsafe 
levels of nitrates have been 
detected in area drinking wells. 

All of these problems could 
have been prevented through 
more careful use and disposal of 
hazardous substances. A preven- 
tion program is badly needed to 
avert further disasters, 

The Watershed Council's 
Groundwater Protection and 
Education Program will identify 
existing groundwater problems 
and inform affected individuals of 
the possible hazards and recom- 
mended alternatives. It will also 
help prevent future  con- 
tamination by identifying hazar- 
dous situations and activities and 
by implementing protection 
programs. Comprehensive public 
education activities will educate 
both adults and children about 
the importance of protecting 
groundwater supplies. 

In the first year of the project, 
the Watershed Council will im- 
plement a well water sampling 
program to identify nitrate con- 
tamination sites and to help
